Sec.  124.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
person  or  persons  having  in  charge  or  trust,  as 
administrators,  executors,  or  trustees,  any  lega 
cies  or  distributive  shares  arising  from  personal 
property,  whore  the  whole  amount  of  such  per- 
sonal property,  as  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  actual  value,  pass« 
ng,  after  the  |>assage  of  this  act,  from  any  par 
son  possessed  of  such  properly,  either  by  will  or 
by  the  intestate  laws  of  any  State  or  Territory, 
or  any  personal  property  or  interest  therein, 
transferred  by  deed,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  or  gilt, 
mane  or  intended  to  take  effect  in  possession  or 
enj  .yment  after  the  death  of  the  grantor  or  bar- 
ginor,  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  to  any  body 
or  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  in  trust  or  other 
wise,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  made  subject  to  a 
duty  or  tax,  to  be  paid  to  the  United  States,  as 
fullows,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  Where  the  person  or  pertoni  entitled 
to  any  beucfioial  interest  in  such  property  shall 
bo  the  lineal  issue  or  lineal  ancestor,  brother  or 
sister,  to  the  person  who  di^d  possessed  of  luch 
property,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
for  each  and  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  clear 
value  of  such  interest  in  such  property. 

Second.  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
to  any  beneficial  interest  in  such  property  shall 
be  a  descendant  ot  a  brother  or  sister  of  the  per- 
son wQo  died  possessed,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  hundred  dollars 
of  the  clear  value  of  such  interest . 

Third.  Where  the  person  er  persons  entitled 
to  any  beneficial  intoreat  in  such  property  shall 
be  a  brother  or  sister  of  the  father  or  mother,  or 
a  descendant  of  a  brother  or  sister  of  the  father 
or  mother,  of  the  person  who  died  possessed,  as 
aforesaid,  at  tho  rate  of  four  dollars  for  each  and 
every  hundred  dollars  of  the  clear  value  of  such 
interest. 

Fourth.  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
to  any  beneficial  interest  in  such  property  stiall 
be  a  brother  or  sister  of  the  grandfather  or  grand- 
mother,  or  a  descendant  of  the  brother  or  sister 
of  the  grandfather  or  grandmother  of  the  peraon 
who  died  possessed  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  ot 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  hundred  dollars  of 
the  clear  value  of  such  interest. 

Fifth.  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
to  any  beneficial  interest  in  such  property  shall 
he  in  any  other  decree  of  collateral  consanguini- 
ty than  is  hereinbefore  stated,  or  shall  be  a 
stranger  in  blood  to  the  person  who  died  pos-

request  of  the  assessor  or  assistant  assessor  of 
the  district,  and  to  any  law  officer  of  the  (.'ni 
ted  States,  in  the  porformnnoo  of  his  duty  unde 
this  aot,  his  deputy  or  agent,  wno  may  desire  to 
examine  the  same.  And  if  any  such  parson,  bar 
ing  in  his  possession,  abarge,  or  custody,  and 
[any]  sucb  reoordt,  files,  or  papers,  iball  refuse

■'Reiotvtd,  That  the  direct  iuterleroiu'e  of  the 
military  nutlioritioa  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
recent  elections  held  in  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
Missouri t  and  Delaware,  was  a  shamoful  violation 
of  the  CoastitulTon.  The  repetition  of  such  acts, 
on  the  approaching  election,  will  be  held  ns 
rovolutioniiry ,  and  bo  resisted  with  nil  the  menns 
and  power  under  oar  control." 

Here  we  have  a  direct  and  apecific  charge 
agaiti.st  the  Administration,  of  its  having 
violated  the  Constitution.  Elections  have 
been  interfered  wiiii  in  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
Missouri  and  Delaware!  How  interfered 
with?  Al  certain  times,  when  rebels  in 
•rms  were  threatening  to  over  run,  (and  did 
over  run  a  portion  of  them,)  and  to  put  them 
in  the  30  called  Southern  Confederacy,  cer- 
tain persons  in  their  interest  wished  to  get 
hold  of  the  civil  powers  of  those  Slates,  in 
order  to  thwart  the  Government  in  its  efTorts 
to  suppress  the  rebellion,  the  .Administra- 
tion did  Itake  decided  measures  to  thwart 
their  treasonable  designs,  and  prevented 
some  persons  from  running  for  office,  in 
•ome  of  these  States,  who  were  known  to  be 
disloyal.  This  is  the  whole  heail  and  front 
of  the  offending  Ot  course,  such  action  is 
offensive  to  all  sympathizers  with  the  rebel- 
lion. We  have  not  yet  seen  one  who  relish- 
ed such  doings.  And  why?  Because  it 
lessened  the  influence  of  their  ■'Southern 
brethren  I"  And  the  fact  is,  a.great  <leal  of 
this  fuss  about  iht'erferirig  with  elections  is 
mere  invention,  and  has  but  little  founda- 
tion in  fact.  Whenever  soldiers  have  been 
at,  or  near  the  polls,  on  the  occasion  of  any 
election,  it  has  been  for  no  other  purpose 
but  to  preserve  law  and  order,  and  to  make 
rebels  and  their  •ympathizers  peaceable. 
It  has  not  been  to  violate  law;  but  lo  en 
force  law. 

But,  it  is  Supposed,  the  the  Convention 
wanted  some  pretext  to  make  a  bold  threat, 
in  order  to  scarelhe  Government  for  the  fu- 
ture! How,  lamb-like  and  peaceable!  II 
the  Government  should  hereafter  interfere 
at  an  election,  to  preserve  law  and  order, 
these  lamb-like  patriots  and  peace  men, 
threat  to  fight!  The  lamb  seems  to  be  trying 
to  wear  a  lion's  skin!  There  is  no  danger, 
however.  The  Administralion  will  do  its 
duty,  even  if  the  lamb  doi'i  appear  in  a 
lion's  skill. 

Those  who  would  submit  to  rebels  in  arms, 
may  occasionally  make  a  considerable  noise; 
bat  they  are  not  liKely  to  do  much  harm  by 
fighting;  for  those  who  threaten  loudest 
ar«  generally  least  likely  to  prove  danger- 
oua 

The  fourth  resolution  in  in  substance  the 
same  as  the  second.  It  only  repeats,  in 
other  terms,  with  some  additions,  general 
charges  of  usurpation  and  tyranny,  on  the 
part  of  the  Administration.  It  is  evident, 
from  its  language  and  spirit,  that  the  Con- 
vention regarded  all  the  war  powers  exer- 
cised by  the  Administration,  since  the  advent 
of  the  rebellion,  as  being  unconstitutional, 
and,  therefore,  flagrant  usurpations.  Those 
who  had  most  to  do  in  framing  the  platform, 
took  the  ground  at  tnc  start ,  that  the  Preai 
dent  had  no  power  to  call  out  seventy-five 
thousand  men,  or  any  other  number,  to  sup 
press  insurrection  and  rebellion,  though  the 
insurgents  had  bombarded  and  taken  Fott 
Sumter,  and  were  threatening  the  Capital 
with  a  large  army.  Of  course,  they  regard 
every  step  taking  since,  with  that  view,  as 
being  unconstitutional.  This  is  certainly 
the  ground  ot  Vallandigham,  Pendleton 
and  all  that  class  of  Democrats.  Taking 
this  view,  we  have  no  difficiilly  in  interpret 
ing  these  general  charges  of  tyranny  and 
usurpation,  which  are  tiuch  undefined  and 
flippant  phrases  in  the  mouths  of  all  the 
devotees  of  the  (Chicago  party  (')ur  armies 
in  tBe  field  are  instruments  ol  tyranny  and 
usurpation;  and  every  battle  that  has  bton 
fcugbt,  and  every  act  done  to  supply  and 
to  sapport  them,  are  u.surpat1ons,  and  are 
cruel  and  inhuman  !  The  rebels  ouglit  lo 
be  let  alone,  that  they  may  enjoy  iheirSlato 
rights  in  peace;  and  every  effort  of  a  con- 
trary nature  ami  tendency,  is  usurpation  ;ind 
tyranny  ! 

I  will  now  turn  your  attention  to  the  liltl 
resolution. 

"  Rfolvcii,  That  the  shameful  disregard  ot  thi 
Administration  of  it.s  duty  in  respect  to  our  fel- 
low citizens,  who  now  and  long  have  been  pris- 
oners of  war,  in  a  suffering  condition,  deserves 
the  severest  reprobation,  on  the  •<i>ri!  alike  of 
public  and  common  humanity." 

Another  little  morsel  to  catch  the  popular 
breeee  !  The  soldiers  have  fathers,  mothers, 
wives,  children,  brothers,  sisters,  and  all 
other  degrees  of  relation,  at  home;  and  thev 
must  be  impressed  with  tlie  idea  that  the 
Administration  is  disregarding  the  iuflerings 
of  such  of  their  connections  as  niav  have 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  But 
what  good  will  ihe  charge  do.  unless  they 
can  prove  it  ?  They  expect  some  to  believe 
it,  though  untrue.  A  falsehood  believed,  is 
the  same  as  truth,  in  an  excited  political 
campaign.  I  venture  the  assertion,  that  no 
Government  has  been  more  careful  for  their 
wouiKled  and  prisoners  in  a  war  of  such 
magnitude  as  ours.  It  takes  good  care  ot 
rebel  prison  era.  //'  oitr  prisoners,  in  Ihe  hands 
ef  the  enemy,  are  suffering,  it  is' because  of  Ihe 
iU  treatrnent  and  inhumanity  of  the  rebels.  '  So 
soon  as  they  can  be  exchanged,  ol  course  it 
will  be  done.  Why  then  did  not  the  con- 
▼ention  complain  of  the  rebel.-',  for  the  inhii 
man  treatment?  It  had  loo  much  charity 
for  its  Democratic  brethren;  nothing  against 
the  rebels;  all  against  the  Adminiplra- 
tion  ! 

This  little  bid  for  popularity  with  the  sol- 
diers, and  their  relations  and  friends,  will 
not  prove  a  very  profitable  investment. 
With  one  breath  they  are  called  "Lincoln's 
furetntgs;  with  another,  Lincoln  is  denounc- 
ed because  the  rebels  do  not  treat  their  pris- 
oners with  humanity  '  This  is  verv  nearly 
the  character  of  all  the  charge.-^  of  'tvrannv 
usurpation,  inhumanity.  "        '  '

Did  they  any  where  congratulate 
you,  and  your  brave  officers,  for  your  efforts 
in  crushing  the  rebellion'  Put  on  vour 
glasses,  and  closely  inspect  the  whole  "pro- 
ceedings of  the  convention.  If  you  can 
flnd  any  thing  that  ever  looks  in  that

In  what  way  are  they  going  to  manifest  their 
protection,  regard  and  kindness?  "  Bo  they 
mean,  that  they  will  not  let  their  old  friend 


Jeft  Dans  kill  yon,  or  take  yon  prisoner*, 
after  the  coveted  armistice,  but  that  they 
will  procure  you  a  safe  conduct  out  of  the 
rebel  territory  to  your  homes,  where  you 
can  -sit  down  at  leisure,  and  blush  with 
shame,  for  a  ruined  and  degraded  country  7 
Tliis  is  probably  their  meaning;  for  the 
most  of  them  have  been  long  endeavoring 
to  withhold  men  and  money  to  support  the 
•joldiers  in  the  field:  a  poor  way  to  afford 
protection,  and    to   pour  out   Ihe  milk  of 

luinan  kindnea.s  for  the  way-worn  and 
suffering  soldier!  And  they  talk  about 
their  fighting  under  the  flag  of  their  country  ! 
This  is  more  than  the  convention  could 
.venture  in  their  deliberations,  for  we  are 
told  that  no  such  thing  could  be  seen  about 
the  place  of  meeting;  and  that  the  good  old 
"Star  Spangled  Banner"  was  played  by  the 
hand  and  was  received  in  dead  silence,  while 

Dixie,"  wa=  received  with  shouts  of  ap- 
plause ! 

I  have  now  given  the  platform  a  hasty 
and  imperfect  notice.  It  is  clear,  in  every 
pari  of  it,  that  the  convention  attempted  to 
gnore,  and  to  keep  out  of  view,  the  rebel- 
ion,  in  all  of  its  aspects,  tendencies  enormi- 
ties, and  fucure  consequences.  They  have 
made  a  bold  attempt  to  conceal  all  of  their 
leading  principles.  The  platform  is  as  silent 
as  death,  upon  all  the  leading  principles 
and  objects  which  we  hear  discussed  in 
different  forms,  and  in  different  ways,  by 
their  press,  stump  orators,  and  in  private 
conversation.  They  had  to  do  with  the 
present.  Like  the'  scuttle  fish,  they  stirred 
up  the  mud,  in  order  to  escape  a  detection  of 
their  real  intentions.  Their  great  object  is 
to  get  power,  by  any  and  every  means.  The 
Administration  and  its  supporters,  withoiit 
respect  to  former  party  affiliations,  consti- 
tute the  great  Union  party,  and  are  for  men 
and  means,  and  for  every  necessary  appliance 
and  measure,  to  effectually  crush  out  the 
rebellion  ;  and  to  restore  law,  and  order  on  a 
firm  and  lasting  basis.  All  the  able  oflficers, 
and  thesoldier8,are  with  them  heart  and  hand. 
These  so-called  Democrats  are  for  anything 
and  everything,  in  opposition  to  the  Admin- 
istration." The  great  mass  of  the  party  are 
for  peace  on  any  terms ;  but  a  majority  of 
the  leaders,  knowing  the  strength  of  tbs 
loyal  Union  sentiment,  are  endeavoring 
to  put  a  gloss  of  war  and  Union  over 
their  proceedings,  in  order  lo  conceal  their 
deformity  from  those  of  their  adherents  who 
are  not  yet  willing  to  swallow  the  whole 
dose.  Though  the  platform  can  mean  noth- 
ing else,  but  peace  at  all  events,  yet  they  at- 
tempt to  put  upon  it  a  General  who  has  no 
civil  qualifications,  of  which  the  public  yet 
has  any  information,  who  talks  in  silk 
gloves  about  Union,  war  and  rebellion  ;  and 
who  is  far  more  distinguished  for  what  bs 
has  never  done  than  for  what  he  ever  did. 
He  has  never  displayed  any  great  decision 
or  force  of  character,  or  any  qualifications 
as  a  statesnmn.  If  elected,  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  that  he  will  be  complete- 
ly ill  the  hands  of  the  leaders  of  the  party 
who  will  regard  his  triumph  as  an  endorse- 
ment of  their  peace  policy.  And  to  make 
the  matter  clearer,  they  nominated  a  candi- 
date for  the  Vice  Presidency  who  has  nev. 
er  voted  a  man  or  a  dollar  to  suppress  the 
rebellion;  but  who  has  always  been  a 
thorough  peace  advocate.  Under  such 
circumstances,  how  else  could  they  regard 
it? 

All  the  great  leaders  and  Generals  in  the 
Union  and  war  party,  are  for  Mr.  Lincoln, 
and  for  crushing  the  rebellion  Jat  once,  and 
by  force  of  arms.  When  the  rebels  in  arms 
consent  to  submit  to  lawful  authority,  they 
can  return  to-morrow  if  they  choose.  But 
nothing  short  of  their  return  to  allegiance 
can  be  accepted  by  the  Administration,  or 
the  Union  parly.  This  nccompli.shed ,  and 
the  future  will  be  secure.  We  will  then  be 
safe  from  war,  because  the  Government  will 
be  firm  and  stable.  It  will  have  demonstra- 
ted its  energy  in  sustaining  itsell  against  a 
terrible  and  malignant  rebellion.  It  will  be 
fully  established  as  one  of  the  greatest  na- 
lions  in  the  world.  This  should  be  gratify- 
ing to  every  patriot.  .-Vnd  is  fit  not  worth 
fighting  for?  Is  it  not  worth  all  the  treasure 
which  may  be  expended  ?  Is  it  not  an  ob- 
ject to  be  desired,  by  every  lover  ol  genuine 
peace  and  liberty  ? 

Now  is  the  lime  for  action, — manly,  vigor- 
ous, determined  action.  The  rebellion  is  in 
its  last  agonies.  Our  armies  are  rapidly 
breaking  its  military  ix)wer.  Its  men  are 
exhausted, — it.-*  means  are  exhausted.  The 
mass  of  the  people  are  exhausted,  and  are 
getting  tired  ot  the  conflict.  When  we 
conquer  the  leaders,  and  crush  them  out, 
Ihe  difficulty  will  be  conquered.  We  will 
not  hear  much  more  about  coercion .  The 
people  will  go  home  and  remain  quiet, — 
much  wiser  by  the  contlicl.  The  ttrnis,  of 
course,  will  be  settled  on  the  basis  of  the 
Constitution,  and  of  Republican  liberty.  The 
disorganizing  and  destructive  doctrine  of 
State  Rights,— the  father  of  nullification  , 
Secssion  and  rebellion, — will  be  forever 
settled  ;  but  settled  on  a  principle  of  justice 
and  equality  to  all  the  States,  and  according 
to  Ihe  views  ol  all  our  wisest  statesmen.  The 
Union  thus  secured,  will  stand  upon  a 
foundation  as  strong  as  Ihe  eternal  hills, 
and  will  not  be  liable  to  be  severed  by  everv 
clique  of  demagogues  who  may  choose  lo 
assemble,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  people  of  any  State,  and  endeavor  to 
separate  it  from  the  parent  country,  by  a 
mere  paper  manifesto. 

About  our  candidates  we  need  say  nothing. 
Mr.  Lincoln  has  served  in  Congress,  is  an 
able  lawyer,  and -has  had  over  three  years 
experience  as  President  of  the  Union.  He 
is  also  honest  and  trustworthy, — decided 
anil  earnest.  Mr.  Johnson  is  an  able  state- 
ment, has  been  (lovcrnor  of  Tennessee,  and 
an  able  Senator  in  Congress  from  that  .Stale, 
and,  in  ilu- .Senate  hall  of  the  Union,  dc 
nounce  the  traitors,  with  Jeff".

Gen.  .Sherman  fully,  and 
wc  think  explicitly  and  satisfactorily,  ex- 
plains and  justifies  his  determination  to 
remove  llie  non-combatants  from  Atlanta  = 

ATI.AXTA,  G.4.,  .Sept.  11,  1,SB4. 
Maj.  Gl'I.  ir.  T.  Sherman 

.Sir  The  undersigned.  Mayor  and  two 
members  of  Council  for  the  city  of  Atlanta, 
for  the  time  being  the  only  legal  organ  of  the 
people  of  the  said  city  to  express  their  wants 
and  wishes,  ask  leave  most  earnestly  but 
respectfully  to  petition  you  to  reconsider  the 
order  requiring  them  to  leave  Atlanta.  At 
first  view  it  struck  us  that  the  measure 
would  involve  extraordinary  hardship  and 
loss,  but  since  we  have  seen  the  practical 
execution  of  it,  so  far  as  it  has  progressed, 
and  the  individual  condition  of  many  of 
the  people,  and  heard  the  statements  as  to 
the  inconveniences,  loss,  and  suffering  at- 
tending it^  we  are  satisfied  that  the  amount 


of  it  will   involve   in    (he  aggregate  aonae  ' 

queuces  appalling  and  heart  rending. 

Many  poor  xvomen  are  in  an  advanced 
state  of  pregnacy  ;  others   having   young  ' 
children,  whose   husbands,  for   the  greater 
part,  are  either  in  the  army,  prisoners,  or 
dead.    Some  says  :  "I  have  such  a  one  sick  ; 
at  my  house;  who  will  wait  on  them  when 
I  am  gone?"    Others  say:  "What  are  we 
to  do ,  we  have  no  houses  to  go  to,  and  no  ' 
means  to  buy,  build,  or  rent  any  ;  no  parents,  j 
relatives,  or  friends  to  go  to."  Another  says : 
'I  will  try  and  take  this  or  that  article  of 
properly  ;  but  such  and  such  things  I  must 
leave  behind,  though  I  need  them  much."  ' 
We   reply  to   them :  "Gen.  .Sherman    will  j 
carry  your  property  lo  Rough  and  Ready. ' 
and  then  Gen.  Hood  will  take  it  thence  on;" 
and  they  will  reply  lo  thai  :  "But  I  want  to 
leave  the  railroad  at  such  a  place,  and  cannot 
get  conveyance  from  thence  on." 

We  only  refer  to  a  few  facts  to  illustrate, 
in  part,  how  this  measure  will  operate  in 
practice.  As  you  advanced,  the  people  north 
of  us  fell  back,  and  before  your  arrival  here 
a  large  portion  ol  the  people  here  had  re- 
tired south  ;  so  that  the  country  south  of 
this  is  already  crowded,  and  without  suffi- 
cient houses  to  accommodate  the  people,  and 
we  are  informed  that  many  are  now  staying 
in  churches  and  other  out  buildings.  This 
being  so,  how  is  it  possible  for  the  people 
still  here  (mostly  women  and  children)  to 
find  shelter,  and  how  can  they  live  through 
the  winter  in  the  woods  ;  i.o  shelter  or  sub- 
sistence; in  the  midst  of  strangers  who 
know  them  not,  and  without  the  power  to 
assist  them  much  if  they  were  willing  to  do 
so. 

This  is  but  a  feeble  picture  ol  the  conse- 
quences of  this  measure.  You  know  the 
woe,  the  horror,  and  thefloffering  cannot  be 
described  by  words.  Imagination  can  only 
conceive  of  it,  and  we  ask  you  to  lake  these 
things  into  consideration.  We  know  your 
mind  and  time  are  continually  occupied  with 
the  duties  of  your  command,  which  almost 
deters  us  from  asking  your  attention  to  this 
matter,  but  thought  it  might  be  that  you 
had  not  considered  the  subject  in  all  of  its 
awful  consequences,  and  that,  on  reflection, 
you,  we  hope,  would  not  make  this  people 
an  exception  to  all  mankind,  for  we  know 
of  no  such  instance  ever  having  ccurred — 
surely  not  in  the  United  Slates.  And  what 
has  this  helpless  people  done  that  they 
should  be  driven  from  their  homes  to  wander 
as  strangers,  outcasts,  and  exiles,  and  lo  sub- 
sist on  charity  ? 

We  do  not  know  as  yet  the  number  of 
people  still  here.  Of  those  who  are  here,  a 
respectable  number,  if  allowed  ro  remain  at 
home,  could  subsist  for  several  months  with- 
out assistance;  and  a  respectable  number  for 
a  much  longer  time,  and  who  might  not  need 
asiiistance  at  any  time. 

In  conclusion  ,  we  must  earnestly  and  sol- 
emnly petition  you  to  reconsider  this  order, 
or  modify  it,  and  suffer  this  unfortunate  peo- 
ple to  remain  at  home  and  enjoy  what  little 
means  they  have.

CJrENTLEMEN:  I  have  your  letter  Of.  the  I  llh 
in  the  nature  of  a  petition  to  revoke  my  or- 
ders removing  all  the  inbabitanis  from  At- 
lanta. I  have  read  it  carefully,  and  give 
full  credit  to  your  statemepts  of  the  distress 
that  will  be  occasioned,  by  it,  and  yet  shall 
not  revoke  my  order,  simply  because  my  or- 
ders are  not  designed  to  meet  the  humani- 
ties ot  the  case,  but  to  prepare  lor  the  future 
struggles  in  whirh  millions,  yea  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  good  people  out- 
side of  .\ilanta  have  a  deep  interest. 
We  must  have  Peace,  not  only  at  At- 
lanta, but  in  all  America.  To  secure  this 
we  must  stop  the  war  that  now  desolates  our 
once  happy  and  favored  country.  To  slop 
war  we  roust  defeat  the  rebel  axmiss  that  are 
arrayed  against  the  laws  and  constitution 
which  all  must  respect  and  obey  To  defeat 
these  armies  we  must  prepare  the  wav  lo 
reach  them  in  their  recesses  provided  with 
the  arms  and  instruments  which  enable  us 
to  accomplish  our  purpose. 

Now,  I  know  the  vindictive  nature  ol  our 
enemy,  and  that  we  may  have  many  years 
of  military  operations  from  this  quarter, 
and  therelore  deem  it  wise  and  prudent  lo 
prepare  in  time.  The  use  of  .\tlanta  lor 
warlike  purposes  is  inconsistent  with  it; 
character  as  a  home  for  families.  There 
will  be  no  manufactures,  commerce,  or  agri- 
culture here  for  the  maintenance  of  fami- 
lies, and  sooner  or  later  want  will  eximpel 
the  inhabitants  to  go  Why  not  go  now, 
when  all  the  arrangements  are  completed  for 
liie  transfer,  instead  of  waiting  till  the 
plunging  shot  of  contending  armies  will  re- 
new the  scenes  of  the  past  month  ?  Of 
course  I  do  not  apprehend  any  such  thing  at 
this  moment,  but  you  do  not  suppose  this 
this  army  will  be  here  till  the  war  is  over 
1  cannot  discuss  this  subject  with  you  fair- 
ly, because  I  cannot  impart  to  you  what  I 
propose  to  do,  but  I  assert  that  my  military 
plans  make  it  necessary  for  the  inhabitants 
10  go  away,  and  I  can  only  renew  my  oUer 
of  services  to  make  their  exo  lus  in  any  di- 
rection as  easy  and  comfortable  as  possible. 
You  cannot  qualify  war  in  harsher  terms 
than  I  will. 

War  is  cruelty,  and  you  cannot  refine  it ; 
and  those  who  brought  war  on  our  country 
deserve  all  the  curses  and  maledictions  a 
people  can  pour  out.  I  know  I  had  no  hand 
in  making  this  war,  and  1  know  I  will  make 
more  sacrifices  to-day  than  any  of  you  to 
seiure  peace.  But  you  cannot  have  peace 
and  a  division  of  our  country.  If  the  Unit- 
ed States  submits  to  »  division  now,  it  \>  Ul 
not  slop,  but  will  go  on  till  we  reap  the  lai- 
of  Mexico,  which  is  eternal  war.  The 
United  States  does  and  must  assert  its  au- 
thority wherever  it  has  power;  if  it  relaxes 
one  bit  lo  pressure  it  is  gone,  and  I  know 
that  such  is  not  ihe  national  feeling.  This 
feeling  assumes  various  shapes,  but  always 
comes  back  to  that  of  Union.  Onee  admit 
the  Union,  once  more  acknowledge  the  au- 
thority of  the  National  Government,  and  in- 
stead of  devoting  your  houses  and  streets 
and  roads  to  the  dread  uses  of  war,  I,  and 
this  army,  become  at  once  your  protectors 
and  supporters,  shielding  you  from  dai.ger, 
let  it  come  from  what  quarter  it  mav.  1 
know  that  a  few  individuals  cannot  resist  a 
torrent  of  error  and  passion  such  as  has 
swept  the  .South  into  rebellion;  but  you  can 
point  ont,  so  that  we  may  know  those  who 
desire  a  government  and  those  who  insist  on 
war  and  its  desolation. 

You  might  as  well  appeal  against  the 
thunder  siorm,  as  against  these  terrible 
hardships  of  war.  They  are  inevitable,  and 
the  only  way  the  people  of  Atlanta  can 
hope  once  more  to  live  in  peace  and  quiet 
at  Lome  is  to  stop  this  war,  which  can  alone 
be  done  by  admitting  that  it  began  in  error 
and  is  perpetuated  in  pride.  We  don't  want 
your  negroes  or  your  horses,  or  your  houses, 
or  your  land;  or  anything  you  have:  but  ws 


do  want  and  will  \  \v«  a  juet  obedienao  to  i 

the  laws  of  the  Un:'ed  States  That  «e  will  | 
have,  and  if  it  involves  the  destruction /)ti 
your  improvements,  we  can  not  help  it.  You 
have  heretofore  read  public  sentiment  in 
your  newspapers,  that  live  by  falsehood  and 
excitement,  and  the  quicker  you  seek  for 
truth  in  other  quarters  the  belter  for  you. 

I  repeat,  then,  that,  by  the  original  com  j 
pact  of  government,  the  United  States  had 
certain  rights  in  Georgia  which  have  never 
been  relinquished,  and  never  will  be;  that 
the  South  began  war  by  seizing  forts,  arsen- 
als, mints,  custom  houses,  &c ,  <fcc.,  long  be- 
fore Mr.  Lincoln  was  installed,  and  before 
the  South  had  one  jot  or  tittle  of  provoca- 
tion. I,  myself,  have  seen  in  Missouri,  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee,  and  Mississippi,  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  women  and  children  flee- 
ng  from  your  armies  and  desperadoes,  hun- 
gry, and  with  bleeding  feet.  In  Memphis, 
Vicksburg,  and  Mississippi,  we  fed  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  the  families  of  rebel  sol- 
diers left  on  our  hands,  and  whom  we  could 
not  see  starve.  Now,  that  war,  comes 
home  to  vou,  you  feel  very  different — you 
depreciate  its  horrors,  but  did  not  feel  them 
when  you  sent  car  loads  of  soldiers  and 
ammunition  and  moulded  shells  and  shot  lo 
carry  war  into  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and 
desolate  the  homes  of  hundreds  and  thous- 
ands of  good  people,  who  only  asked  to  live 
in  peace  at  their  old  homes,  and  under  the 
government  of  their  inheritance.  But  these 
comparisons  are  idle.  I  want  peace,  and 
believe  it  can  only  be  reached  through 
Union  and  war,  aiid  I  will  ever  conduct  war 
purely  with  a  view  to  perfect  and  early  suc- 
cess. 

But,  my  dear  sirs,  when  that  peace  does 
come,  you  may  call  on  me  lor  anything 
Then  will  I  share  with  you  the  last  cracker, 
and  watch  with  you  lo  shield  your  homes 
and  families  against  danger  from  every 
quarter.  Now,  you  must  go,  and  take  with 
you  the  old  and  feeble;  feed  and  nurse  them, 
and  build  for  them  in  more  quiet  places 
proper  habitations  to  shield  them  against 
the  weather  until  the  mad  passions  of  men 
cool  down,  and  allow  the  Union  and  peace 
once  more  to  settle  on  j'our  old  homes  at 
Atlanta.

J.  B.  Hood,  com?nanJinff  Army  of  TVn- 
nessee — Confederate  Army. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  lo  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  ol  your  letter  of  this  dale, 
at  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Ball  Sc  Crew,  con- 
senting to  the  arrangements  I  had  proposed 
to  facilitate  the  removal  .South  of  the  people 
of  Atlanta,  who  prefer  to  go  in  that  direction. 
I  inclose  you  a  copy  of  my  orders,  which 
will,  I  am  satisfied,  accomplish  ray  purpose 
perfectly.  You  stylo  the  measures  proposed 
"unprecedented,"  and  appeal  to  the  dark 
history  of  war  for  a  parallel,  as  an  act  of 
"studied  and  ingenious  cruelty."  It  is  not 
unprecedented,  for  General  Johnston  him- 
self very  wisely  and  properly  removed  the 
families  all  llie  way  from  Dalton  down,  and 
I  see  no  reason  why  Atlanta  should  be  e.\- 
cepted.  " 

Nor  is  it  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  dark 
history  of  war,  when  recent  and  modern  ex- 
amples are  so  handy.  You,  yourself,  burned 
houses  along  your  parapet,  and  I  have  seen 
today  fifty  bouses  that  you  have  rendered 
uninhabitable  because  they  have  stood  in 
the  way  of  yonr  'oris  and  men.  You  de- 
fended .\tlanta  on  a  line  so  close  to  town 
that  every  cannon  shot  and  many  musket 
balls  from  our  line  of  investment  that  over- 
shot their  mark  went  into  the  habitations  of 
women  and  children,  Gen.  Hardee  did  the 
same  at  Jonesboro,  and  Gen.  Jhonson  did  the 
same  last  summer  at  Jackson,  Miss.  I  have 
not  accused  vou  ol  heartless  cruelty,  but 
merely  instance  these  cases  of  very  recent 
occurrence,  and  could  go  on  and  enumerate 
hundreds  of  others  and  challenge  any  fair 
man  to  judge  which  of  us  has  the  heart  o( 
pity  for  the  families  of  a  brave  people. 

I  say  that  it  is  a  kindness  to  these  families 
of  Atlanta  to  remove  them  now  at  once  from 
the  scenes  that  women  and  children  should 
not  be  exposed  to,  and  the  "brave  people" 
should  scorn  to  commit  their  wives  andchil 
dren  to  the  rude  berbarians  who  thus,  as  you 
sav,  violate  the  laws  of  war,  as  illiistraled  in 
the  pages  of  its  dark  history. 

In  the  name  ol  common  sense  I  ask  you 
not  to  appeal  to  n  just  God  in  such  a  sacri- 
legious manner.  You,  who  in  the  midst  oi 
peace  and  prosperity  have  plundgcd  a  na 
lion  into  war — dark  and  cruel  war — who 
dared  and  badgered  us  to  battle,  insulted 
our  flag,  seized  our  arsenals  and  forts  that 
were  left  in  the  honorable  custody  of  a  peace 
ful  ordnance  sergeant,  and  seized  and  made 
prisoners  of  war  the  very  garrisons  sent  to 
protect  your  people  against  negroe.s  mid  In- 
dians. 

Long  before  any  overt  act  was  commiiied 
by  the  (to  you)  hateful  Lincoln  Government, 
you  tried  lo  lorce  Kentucky  and  Missouri 
into  rebellion  in  spile  of  themselves,  falsified 
the  vote  of  Louisiana,  turned  loose  your 
pirates  to  plunder  unarmed  ship.-!,  expelled 
Union  families  by  thousands,  burned  their 
homes,  and  declared  by  an  act  ol  vour  Con 
gress  the  confiscation  of  all  debts  due 
Northern  men  for  goods  had  and  received. 

Talk  thus  to  marines,  bin  not  to  me  who 
have  seen  these  things,  and  who  will  this 
day  make  as  much  sacrifice  lor  ihe  peace 
and  honor  of  the  .South  as  the  best  born 
Southron  among  you.

among  their  own  friends  and  people.
